A NEW WIUNKLE ix VENTILATION.—

The 
lower sash is then raised without causing 
a draught of air upon thoscholars while 
the pure air is entering at tho bottom 
and middle of the window, Ihavoseoil 
this tried successfully with every window 
of a school-room—eight in all—thus 
raised, to a greater or less extent, 
through every session, and during tho 
entire winter season, •without a single 
scholar taking cold therefrom. Tho room 
was 28.xfWxl5 and tho best ventilated.

In tho East River, New York, clam:! are 
gathered in deep water with rakes.
